Prehistoric Monster Found in Alaskfc 


With Nine Feet Tusks and 50 


Pound Teeth. 


Vancouver, March 22—What per- 


haps is the largest mastodon ever un- 
covered completely in Alaska, was un- 
earthed,. during the past six months 
at Circ'le City by Max L. Lohbrunner. 


The exact location of the mastodon 


Is on Alice creek, a tributary of Min- 
eral creek, which flows into Wood- 
chopper creek. To judge of the other 
dimensions/of the huge monster it 
must be only said that one trusk of 
the mammoth which is still in'tact, is 


- more than nine feet eight inches long 
and has a circumference of 18 inches. 
The jaws of the animal still 
have 


teeth, four in number. Each of these 
teeth, which have been taken out and 
replaced, weight 50 pounds apiece. 
The other parts of the animal are n 
a poor state of preservation compared 
•with the tusk. Although the 
bones 


have noj all been 
collected, 
they 


weigh in the neighborhood of 1,000 
pounds. 


Lohbrunnner,. who got the bones, 


dug them out at a depth of 
eight 


feet below the surface of the ground. 
It took a great amount of care and 
pains on his part to see to it that the 
bones ..were not burned 
to charcoal, 


while he was excavating and thawing 
the ground. 


Lohbrunner has moved part of the 


animal into storage at Cirri? CUy ana 
•will hold it there 
till 
springtime, 


when it will be removed to 9eatri», 
•where it will 
be put together and 


eventually find its way into the Alas- 
ka-Yukon-Pacific 
exposition, if the 


Smithsonian Institution does not get 
it before that time. 


"Alice creek, where I found this 


mastodon," said Lohbrunner, "is one 
of the most -wonderful on earth, from 
a standpoint of research. It seems to 
be the boneyard that a whole lot of 


prehistoric animals made in order to 
die,'or to be killed. 
We have found 


on the creek the skeletons of masta- 
dons, musk-ox, 
caribou, 
bear 
and 


other animals. 
If 
this creek ever 


goes into a hydratilic mining proposi- 
tion, the-world 
will be astonished 


with the many finds of bones of ani- 
mals in prehistoric times."

NUGGETS OF SOUND SENSE. 


Beware of the Entering Wedge of So- 


cialism—Public Ownersnip. 


In recording the defeat of a munici- 


pal waterworks si'lii'iiie in Kaleisu, N. 
C.. after an educational campaign of 
several months' duration, the Evening 
limes of that city gives an analysis cf 
municipal ownership which is well 
worth the careful study of all who 
kave at heart the welfare of their 
cities. 
Omitting references to loca! 


conditions, the editorial reads as fol- 
lows: 


"Municipal ownership is contrary to 


the fundamental doctrines of the Dem- 
ocratic party, which opposes central- 
ized parental government and cries out 
for the freedom of individuals. 
The 


function of the government is to gov- 
ern, regulate and execute the laws 
made by the people and not to engage 
In trading and trafficking for specula- 
tive gain. The miserable failure which 
the. state, backed by all its power anil 
public treasury, made in the trading 
business while It owned and operated 
plan'.c roads, canals and railroads is a 
blata.it warning against municipal 
ownership. 


"Municipal ownership is the first step 


in socialism, which strangles individual 
enterprise, deters the Investment of 
capital In our city and retards in- 
dustrial progress. When once started 
there is no limit to its scope until there 
heroines a jarge increase in municipal 
debt and taxes and an impairment of 
municipal credit. 
When a city en- 


gages in municipal ownership it runs 
the risk of constant suits for damages, 
while the state and county are de- 
prived of ta.ces upon that much prop- 
erty. 


"While many towns owning water- 


works publish rates which appear to be 
cheap, they are in many instances de- 
ceptive for the reasons that, in addition 
to the rates, tares are levied upon the 
people to pay interest on bonds, which 
when added to the rates make the 
consumer pay u;ore than the rates 
charged by private plants. Many of 
these municipal plants if examined by 
experts according to the business rules 
of examining the affairs of private cor- 
porations would be proved to be run- 
ning at a. loss instoad of a profit, as 
claimed. 


"Under 
municipal 
ownership 
the 


chance of the laboring man for em- 
ployment depends nor upon his merits, 
but upon his political influence and 
pull, and if he is not able to use pub- 
lic water he still has to pay taxes for 
the benefit of the rich man who does. 


"There is no more reason for munici- 


pal ownership of wati-r than there is 
for butcher shops, bokeries, clothing 
stores, drug stores, livory stables, etc., 
and under the system of municipal gov- 
ernment in this country it is a fertile 
source of graft, political corruption and 
bossism, a catchy slogan for a political 
campaign, a slick article with which to 
deceive the people and on which to 
ride into office and a machine to per- 
petuate the control of the boss. It has 
been aptly called 'that vivid saffron 
gold brick,' under whose glittering tin- 
sel lurks a delusion and a snare.

New York, March 22.—The immedi- 


ate fate of Harry Thaw is in the hands 
of Justice Fitzgerald. Next Monday 


j or Tuesday it will be decided whether 


or not a commission in lunacy will be 
appointed. 


Mr. Jerome presented to Justice' 


Fitzgerald eight affidavits in support 
of the suggestion he made in the case 
of Harry K. Thaw, that the defendant 
ia now in such a state of lunacy or 
insanity as to be incapable of under- 
standing the proceedings against him 
or making his defense. Delphin M. 
Delmas for the defense arose and 
stated that their answer to the dis- 
trict attorney's proposition was not 
ready. Justice Fitzgerald allowed both 
sides until Saturday afternoon at 2 
o'clock to file such affidavits as they 
desire with the clerk'of the court. 
There will be no further hearing in 
the matter of. the appointment of a 
lunacy commission unless Justice Fitz- 
gerald . so directs after considering 
such affidavits and exhibits as are to 
be offered. Neither the jury nor Thaw 
was in court. ' 


The prosecutor's affidavits embraced 


the opinion -of his. seven experts who 
have heretofpre testified and a state- 
. ment by irvin S. Gobb, a newspaper 


reporter, who gave the text of the 
statement which Thaw issued at the 
conclusion of Mr. Jerome's long and 
severe 'cross-examination of his wife. 
Mr. Jerome in presenting his affidavits 
called particular attention to the one 
signed by Dr. Carlos F. McDonald, 
who,, after reciting what he has wit- 
nessed in court, his observations of 
Thaw immediately after the tragedy 
and what he has learned as to epilepsy 
and insanity in various -branches of 
the Thaw family, declares, that he is 
firMy convinced.that Thaw is suffer- 
ing from jgarjOToi^vaQ&ctliat; while he 
knew enpughi toi realize, the; nMure and 
quality .of.

District Attorney Jerome occupied 


most of the time the court was in ses- 
sion in a personal explanation of the 
reasons which.had hindered him from 
earlier calling ..the attention of the 
court to Thaw's presienfc state of mind. 
He said he had long been convinced 
that the defendant was of unsound 
mind, but he ha&.no way of legally 
bringing the matter to.. the attention 
.of the court until. Dr. Hamilton was 
put on the stand by the defense. Mr. 
Jerome said he could not have called 
Dr. Hamilton on account of the pro- 
fessional privilege which, the defense 
could have interposed as a bar to any 
testimony the expert might have to 
Offer. District Attorney Jerome.asked 
lor permission to examine Dr. Allan 
McLane Hamilton 'orally, but in the 
absence of a waiver. of- professional 
privilege on the part of the defense, 
Justice Fitzgerald said he would not. 
allow the doctor, to ^ba examined fur- 
ther at thisiitime. Justice Fitzgerald 


added significantly that he would take 
judicial notice of everything which 
hade been adduced in evidence during 
the nine weeks of the trial. Dr. Ham- 
ilton, it will be remembered, testified 
that in his opinion Thaw Is not at 
present capable of directing his de- 
fense. This question was put to Dr. 
Hamiitoa by Attorney Gleason of the 
defense, and Mr. Jerome now contends 
that the defense thus waived the mat- 
ter of professional privilege.

Tenders of good offices on 
the part of the two governments have 
not b^een heeded by Nicaragua, Hon- 
duras and Salvador, and it has been 
suggested to the state department that 
Mexico and the United'.States should 
send plenipotentiaries to the warring 
countries to investigate the causes of 
the present war and order an immedi- 
ate cessation of hostilities. Secretary 
of State Root and Mr. Creel, the 
Mexican ambassador, have been in 
conference frequently since the out- 
break of war, and Latin-American dip- 
lomatists would not be surprised by 
the announcement that Mexico and 
the United States have decided the 
•war mus,t cease. In. fact such a settle- 
ment would be highly satisfactory to 
many of the South American represen- 
tatives, who feel that their countries 
suiter from the warlike; reputation of 
Central American ebunjtries. It has 
been pointed out to thej state depart- 
ment that the co-oper&tion of Mexico 
with the United States in restoring 
peace In Central Ajn&rica would dis- 
arm criticism of the United States and 
show that it has no thought of ac- 
quiring any territory:of' Latin-Ameri- 
can republics.

HOW TO GET BEST 
NTS 


FROM TBE SWEET PEA ROWERS 


It is time now that some thought 


be devoted to the subject of sweet 
pea planting. \Vhy not, -this year, 
•have really good sweet peas? Splendid 
blooms are easily obtained providing 
the planter is willing to attend to the 
preliminary Work ot preparation as he 
should. The conditions are not diffi- 
cult to provide. 


The sweet pea prefers a rich, deep 


loam, but it will prove thrifty in any 
well-drained soil if the seed beds are 
properly prepared. Begin thig work as 
•scon as the soil can be worked—the 
seeds themselves are hardy enough to 
withstand a flight freeze—and do it 
thoroughly. 


Dig the ground to a depth sufficient 


to allow for a layer of well-rotted 
manure, then after 
this is spread, 


place on top of it two or three inches 
of finely pulverized soil. On this sow 
the seeds, covering them from two to 
four inches. 
Arrange the 
rows to 


give the maximum of 
sunlight 
and 


fiesh air, and where more than one 
row is planted h*ave at least four leet 
of space between them. Do not plant 
the seeds too thickly. Use one ounce 
of seed to fifteen fea^ of row. 


Provide support of brush, or a trellis 


of poultry ""netting, or of stakes and 
twine for the vines, and 'set this either 
when the seed is planted or at some 
time before the vines are more than 
than four or five inches in height, for 
if the vines are allowed to fall over 
on the soil, it is a very difficult matter 
to get them to attach themselves to 
the trelylis, or brush, and to assume 
the desired erect position 


Varieties having pure 
paper-white 


flowers, and also some of the varieties 
with flowers of light shades of colurs, 
have white-skinned seeds in contrast 
to the black or dark brown skin of the 
seed of *he darker colors. These light- 
colored seeds are more tender than 
the dark seeds and are likely to rot 
in the ground if planted 
too early, 


while the soil is till 
cold and wet. 


This trouble is due to the tender char- 
acter of the outer covering of the 
seed. 


The best fertilizer for promoting the 


growth of the sweet pea is barnyard 
manure. Next to this comes finely 
ground, pure raw bone as a high-grade 
commercial fertilizer, which must be 
well mixed with the soil before the 
seed is planted. 


As soon as the young plants art 


the ground, begin cultiva- 


tion. Keep the suiface soil loose and 
fine to a depth of n\o or three inches 
by frequent hoeings. This not only 
keeps the soil fiee from weeds, but 
greatly assists the 
growth 
ot the 


vines by admitting a good supply of 
air to the roots, and insures the 
moisture- of the soil. After the vines 
commence flawenne; place a mulch 
two inches thick of str.n\ and lawn 
clippings on the soil 
The mulch will 


keep the soil cool and moist and do 
awav with the nerr^i'v tor fontiniiprt 
cultivation. 


Only two insects infect sweet peas, 


the small green pl.-m lice 
(aphides) 


and the red spider 
The aphides ap- 


pear on the younc shoots, and suck 
the juices from the plant. They can 
be kept in check In spiaying the vines 
with soapsuds, 01 :>n;, of the special 
insecticides offered tor this purpose, 
but as satisfactory a way as any for 
home use is to buish them from the 
vines with a small evergreen branch 
and rake them into the line dry sur- 
face soil with- the s.'iden rake
